Freshman English major Richard 
Naitoh looked forward to attending his 
classes and listening to his professors. 
It was what got him through the day, 
his father said. 

John Naitoh of La Jolla, Richard Nai- 
toh’s father, said his son, who had been 
battling depression, would struggle to 
get through the week. His only light at 
the end of the tunnel was school. 

“He loved his professors; he loved 
his classes, but he felt lonely at the 
dorms,” John Naitoh said.

At 1 a.m. on Sunday, residents of 
Beachside College, where Richard 
Naitoh lived, contacted University Po- 
lice and reported that a student wasn’t 
breathing, University Police Captain 
Scott Brown said. When police ar- 


rived, the student was found dead in 


his dorm room. 

The-Los Angeles County coroner’s 
office identified the student on Monday 
as Richard Naitoh. 

Brown said via email that all indi- 
cations are Richard Naitoh died by his 
own actions; however, the Los Angeles 
County coroner’s office is still inves- 
tigating and has yet to determine the 
cause of death. 

Richard Naitoh had previously been 
hospitalized for depression and had 
been on a series of anti-depressants 
that didn’t have much effect, his father 
said. John Naitoh said his son wasn’t 
able to connect with fellow residents 
and struggled with loneliness, but his 
son might have been too sick to see that 


there were people who cared for him. . 

“Tt sounds like a lot of people ex- 
pressed affection for my son, but he nev- 
er relayed that to us,” John Naitoh said. 

John Naitoh said his son wanted to 
be a writer. When he wasn’t taking 
photos or playing the guitar, he was 
writing poetry, John Naitoh said. 

“He was very bright, very sensitive, 
shy,” John Naitoh said. 

On Sunday night, a team from 
Counseling and Psychological Ser- 
vices offered their services in the Pa- 
cific Multipurpose Room at Beachside 
for students who needed to speak to a 
member of the counseling staff. 

According to junior psychology ma- 
jor Michael Segovia, about 40 students 
met with the team of counselors. 

Segovia said many residents of 
Beachside were mostly confused. 

“T feel people don’t realize they do

impractical, Gardner said. The exact 
locations where lockers will be in- 
stalled have yet to be determined. 

The art lockers were closed at the 
beginning of the fall 2012 semester, 
citing safety concerns, health issues 
and limited classroom space as reasons 
for the closure, Department Chair of 
the School of Art Christopher Miles 
said. The art lockers had served as a 
place for students to store their sup- 
plies, but the liberal graffiti allowances 
made the lockers a destination for local 
gangs, University Police Captain Scott 
Brown said. 

After the announcement of the art 
lockers’ closure, students pushed for 
reopening the lockers. A student-orga- 
nized petition to open the lockers col- 
lected more than 350 signatures, and 
the Associated Students Inc. Senate 
passed a resolution officially support- 
ing a permanent option for storing art 
projects. 

The project is still in the planning 
phase, and a completion date and pro- 
spective costs have not been established. 

“The scope of the work is still being 
defined,” Gardner said.

However, before being a police 
officer, Dorner was a decorated 
soldier in the U.S. military and had 
been honorably discharged after 
years of service for the U.S. 

This has risen the question of 
whether Dorner should be buried 
with military honors at a national 
cemetery. 

In general, all veterans of the 
U.S. military qualify for burial 
with military honors in a national 
cemetary. This means veterans 
receive a military gravestone and 
a flag. Also, the funeral is fully or 
partially paid for by taxpayers. 

In the case of Dorner, our 
editorial board did not think most 
people would want their money 
going towards paying for Dorner’s burial. 


In fact, it would be an outrage if it did. Dorner terrorized citizens 
of Southern California as he went on his killing spree. It would-be 
a disgrace if we paid for his funeral after we witnessed three others 


for our own police officers. 


While technically Dorner, as a veteran, should be entitled to a 
military funeral, it is very unlikely that he will get one. 
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Title 38 of the United States Code, section 2411 states, “Fed- 
eral officials may not inter in Veterans cemeteries persons who 
are shown by clear and convincing evidence to have committed a 
Federal or State capital crime but were unavailable for trial due to 
death or flight to avoid prosecution.” 

Because Dorner is dead and cannot attend trial, not to mention 
the multiple murders he committed, he should not be eligible for a

‘Glacier’ exhibit turns melting ice caps into art 


The ceramic pieces 
on display depict the 
melting of the polar 
ice caps.

Icy-blue, white and brown ceramic 
sculptures stand tall and send an eco- 
friendly message at the on campus art 
exhibition “Glacier.” 


Graduate fine arts and ceramics stu- 


dent Mary E. Beierle’s ceramic exhibi- 


tion speaks to both artists and nature * 


lovers with its message to bring aware- 
ness about the polar ice caps melting. 

“The Earth is still going to be here 
[when the polar ice caps melt] ... are we 
going to be here is my question,” Bei- 
erle said. 

According to Beierle, it was her men- 
tor, Chief Oren Lyon, Faith Keeper of 
the Onondaga and Seneca Nations of 
the Iroquois Confederacy, who encour- 
aged her to pursue the project about the 
issue. 

Beierle’s exhibit features five large 
ceramic figures that symbolize glaciers 
eroding away. The frosty-looking, 
multi-colored pieces have a uniquely 
textured look that make them appear 
like they are crumbling or melting. 

These sculptures undergo a lot be- 
fore they are completed. 

According to Beierle, she is able to 


build about six inches of a piece each 
day. When she has most of the piece 
done, she puts the piece in a kiln. In the 
kiln she completes sculpting it and then 
fires it so it will harden. 

Firing a sculpture is a five-day pro- 
cess, and then the pieces must cool for 
two additional days. Beierle then glazes 
the pieces to add color and texture and 
fires them again. 

“Tt’s like I’m creating my own can- 
vas and then painting on them,” Beierle 
said. 

Beierle said the finished sculptures 
are purposely placed on the floor in- 
stead of on a pedestal so viewers can 
interact with them at eye-level. 

Beierle also includes a video, which 
she made with her daughters, that plays 
in the background of the exhibit. 

The video is meant to serve as an 


interactive piece with the sculptures, 
Beierle said. The video features Bei- 
erle’s daughter as a glacier, crumbling 
away. 

Beierle hopes that “Glacier” will 
encourage the public to think about its 
relationship with the planet. 

“We’re all on this planet together,” 
Beierle said. 

Beierle’s work will also be featured 
at other Southern California locations 
later this year. Her work will be dis- 
played at the Orange County Center 
for Contemporary Art in September. 
It will also be displayed at the Pomona 
Art Colony. 

“Glacier” will be available for view- 
ing Tuesday and Thursday from noon to 
5 p.m. and Wednesday from noon to 7 
p.m. in the Dennis W- Dutzi art gallery 
located on upper campus.

Young squad promises bright future for women’s basketball

Going into the 2012-13 season, no 
one knew what to expect from the Long 
Beach State women’s basketball team. 

The 49ers finished last season with 
subpar records of 14-18 overall and 
7-9 in the Big West Conference, barely 
clinging on to their spot in the confer- 
ence tournament as the seventh seed. 

Once they got to the tournament, the 
‘Niners became a different team alto- 
gether. They defied all odds to become 
the first team in Big West’s history 
to oust the top two seeds — No.2 Cal 
State Northridge and No. | Cal Poly 
— en route to reaching the final, where 
they fell to UC Santa Barbara. 

So when this season began, The 
Beach faithful were left wondering 
which one of their teams will show up: 
the one that succumbed to mediocrity 
during the regular season last year 
or the one that turned doubters into 
believers by making history in the 
conference tournament. 

That question still remains unan- 
swered as LBSU’s current confer- 
ence record of 8-8 puts it fifth in the 
standings with just two games left. It 
is certain that 49ers head coach Jody 
Wynn and company will return to the 
postseason, but whether they can do 
one better than last year and win the 
program’s first conference title since 
1991 is doubtful to say the least. 


Looking ahead at the long-term pros- 
pects, however, the ‘Niners are in good 
hands regardless of how this season turns 
out. With a convincing 66-54 victory over 
UC Davis on Saturday, they registered 
their 15th victory of the year, which 
marks the most wins in a single season 
since Wynn took the helm in 2009. 

While the 49ers’ current record still 
isn’t anything to write home about, 
LBSU’s steady improvement over the 
years under Wynn becomes impressive 
when circumstances are put into per- 
spective. Four of their five starters — 
Devin Hudson, Alex Sanchez, Chantel 
Dooley and Bianka Balthazar — are 
still only sophomores. 

LBSU’s only senior is 5-foot-11 
wing Mary Ochiltree, who shot 42 
percent from the field and 35.9 percent 
from the 3-point line. Ochiltree’s con- 
tributions go beyond just numbers, as 
her pesky defense and menacing runs 
through screens contributed greatly 
to Wynn implementing her style of 
basketball, which demands high level 
of gritty, never-say-die attitude from 
her players on every possession. 

For all of Ochiltree’s intangibles, 
though, Wynn’s willingness to utilize 
Lauren Spargo off the bench this season 
is likely to pay bigger dividends next 
season. Spargo, who also stands 5-foot- 
11, is arguably the best 3-point shooter 
on the team, She may only be connect- 
ing on 28.8 percent of her 3-pointers, 
but she is leading the team in 3-point 
field goals attempted with 125 as a 
reserve guard, which shows Wynn’s 
willingness to give the sophomore the

green light from ‘beyond the arc. 

The 49ers this season have been 
atrocious at handling the ball with over 
20 turnovers per game. A big part of 
their inability to keep the ball is due to 
the absence of junior point guard Hallie 
Meneses, who sustained a torn ACL 
during preseason. But with Meneses 
expected to return and bring the ball up 
the court next season, the turnover rate 
for the “Niners should drop considerably. 

More importantly, the 49ers’ biggest’ 
assets in the last two seasons have 
been the sophomore duo of Hudson 


and Sanchez. Hudson, a rugged center, 
and Sanchez, a do-it-all guard, have 
formed an effective inside-outside 
punch for The Beach. 

The duo proved that they can be relied 
on in pressure situations last season, as 
Hudson averaged 11.3 points and 10.3 
rebounds and Sanchez added 10.0 points, 
5.3 rebounds and 3.3 assists per game 
during the conference tournament. 

Sophomore guard Chantel Dooley 
was another breath of fresh air, as the 
49ers’ backcourt often lacked speed. 
Dooley, an athletic guard with foot speed 


of an average male athlete, often failed to 
combine her mazelike dribble penetra- 
tions with an ability to finish around the 
rim, as evidenced by her abysmal 28.7 
percent field goal percentage. 

However, Dooley will surely be a 
far more composed player after an ad- 
ditional year of experience. 

Sophomore Ella Clark, a modern- 
day stretch four who can rebound and 
hit threes, has overcome her lack of 
physicality down low as the season 
has progressed and will be expected 
to compete with Spargo for the vacant 
starting place that will be left by 
Ochiltree’s departure. 

Going into next season, the 49ers 
will also welcome a recruiting class of 
three high school standouts with win- 
ning experience in forward Madison 
Montgomery and point guards Anna 
Kim and Brianna Throop to further 
bolster their depth. 

Before transferring to Highlands 
Ranch High School this year, Mont- 
gomery led Regis Jesuit High School 
to the Colorado High School Activities 
Association (CHSAA) Class 5A state 
finals. Kim won the Century League 
title with Brea Olinda (CA) High 
School, and Throop was the catalyst 
behind Thunder Ridge High School’s 
run to the CHSAA Class 5A State 
Championship quarterfinals. 

While the ‘Niners are still search- 
ing for their own identity, all signs 
indicate that they’!I be back stronger 
every season for years to come thanks 
to Wynn’s patience with nurturing a 
youthful group.
